MONSTER MASSMEETINQ HELD. 



More Than Five Tlirtutnn<I Striking Min- 
ers Asaemble In an All-Uajr .Seanloii anil 
Uslaa to BpcechM of th* Btrik* L«»d«rt. 
Tbcjr Arm Mora Kaeoaragvd Than Bvcr. 
A Critto la ApproMhlns. 

PiTTSBLRQ, Aug. — The Btrikinj? 
minen have broken all reoonU, both as 
tonnmben attending their masimeet- 

iiips and the excfllciit order and law- 
abiding behavior tlicy h.i.-e » xhibitcd. 
Too iiiach praise can not bo jjivt'u tlio 
strikers for this latter condition. They 
have been subject to the control of 
leaders, who, profiting bj former ex 
perience, hare so foroiblf instilled into 
the minds of their followers the stu- 
pidity of law-breaking, that the peace- 
ful attitude and actions of the strikers 
have been a soarce of wonder to all the 
prophets, who have from day to day 
predicted dire happenings. It is con- 
ceded by all that in former times, nn- 
der similar circamstances, riot and 
bloodshed would have resulted Ion? ago 
from the coiKhticms uikIit wliich tlie 
iiiiin rs have beou pl.tced during this 
niikr'. It IS the hope nf all well- 
wishers of the strikers that tliis peace- 
ful warfare will oontlhne throughout 
and tmtil the contest is settled defi- 
nitely. 

The massmeetiug of miners at the 
McCrea schoolhouse yesterday was the 
gri afi .-t during the strike, and probably 
the larfj^rit gnthorin^' of the kind ever 
seen in Allegheny county. More than 
6,lXK) striKiug miners were K^nhered to- 
gether for an all day .sesf-ion. and labor 
leaders haranjjucd them in various 
toacs. whik' liands of music served to 
pt'.r up the enthusiasm to the highest 
pitch. F'roiu early inorniii).,' miners of 
every nationality were gathering at the 
bchoolhouse. They carno in big bands 
and i^niall ones, but the one that set the 
camp wild with enthusiasm was from 
Turtle Creek. It consisted of 1..500 
miners from that eainp, aud when they 
came in bight there was such cheering 
as has not been heard since the strike 
started. They came down to the camp 
at the scb.oolhouse with bands playing 
stirring airs and banners waving in the 
breeze. Cheer after clieer went uj) from 
tlie camp and the inarcliers returned 
them with a will. When the miners of 
the two parties met there were some 
wild scenes. Men rushed around shak- 
ing hands, shouting and even embrac- 
ing each other. The crowd tliut had 
gathered was so much larger than the 
men had anticipated that they were 
wild with ;joy and drunken on success. 

A few minutes after tlie arrival of the 
Ttirtle Creek division, the speakers ar- 
rived in a carriage. They were : M. 
P. Carrick, president of the painters and 
decorators' union ; VV. A. Carney, vice 
president of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion ; Mrs. Mary G. ,K)ueB, the female 
labor agitator of Chicago, aud M. J. 
Ooanahui of the painters and decira- 
tors' union. In addition to these the 
leaders of the miners were lined up to 
speak as the occasion demanded. 

There was u rumor in the camp that 
Sheriff Harvey A. Lowry would appear 
with deputies and force the meeting to 
disperse, but it was evidently anfoand- 
ed. The speeches were not of an iu- 
flammatory character, and the big 
crowd was orderly during the day. 

It was announced that but 29 men 
were at work in the Plnm Greek mines, 
while only two or three were in the 
Bandy Greek mine. The policy of the 
miners is to form oampe at these mines 
as well as. at Oak Hill, and maintain 
large parties ongnard. President Do- 
lan announced that he could get land 
from private parties on which to pitch 
his camps. 

The reeling in the camp is one of tri- 
umph. The minen dainl that they are 
on the high road to soccess, aud the en- 
thusiasm which was seemingly slam- 
berinf is now at fever heat. 

J. T. MoOor, a prominent member of 
the typograpnicaf onion, extended the 
sympathy and financial support of the 
anions of the country, and said the or- 
ganization had made a per capita assess- 
ment for five weeks to be paid for the 
benefit of the strikers. 

A large number of the men who at- 
tended the meeting were nearly dead 
from hunger. Some of tham had eaten 
nothing since 4 o'clock Ssnday, and the 
oomokisMry wagon had not yet arrived 
when the meeting was over. It was 
not until nearly 2 o'clock that the 
wagon carrying the provisions got to 
the camp, and when it arrived there 
was a rush fur bread which would put 
to shame any f(x)tball rush ever s.'t'ii on 
the local gridiron. After thi' mei'ting 
was over and the nun had satistifd 
their apiietites, they went back to their 
camp at Turtle ("reek in an orderly 
manner Two new camps were insti- 
tuted yesterday afternoon nfttT the 
meeting. The one at Plum Creek will 
be known as •■Caniji Resistance," the 
one at Sandy Creek will be called 
"Camp Isolation." Each camp in the 
besieged district will be kept constantly 
supplied with guards, lleadciuarters, 
as heretofore, will be "Camp Deteniun- 
ation," at Turtle Creek. 

One of the noticeabh' features of yes- 
terday's procession was a wagon drawn 
by four horhes iM'aring diggers from the' 
Souter mines. ( )n each side was a ban- 
ner advocating free bpeech and peace- 
able assembly. Flags seemed to be in 
demand among the marchers. The del; 
egation marching on Plum Creek was 
under the impression that they could 
not march with a band unless an Amer- 
ican fiag waa carried at the front. A 
battOBobU flag, the dlmenatons of 



wliicb were but a fe-,v iu' lies, fastcne<l 
to a small stick, wa.* carried at the bead 
of the pruce.'ssion when the marchers 
reached the ("enter sclmolhouse. 

The force of deputies wa-i kejit busy 
dur-.ng the entire niglif. Kv( ry move 
was v.atched and trouble si'eined to be 
in the air The ' (.ndition can said 
to be critical. lioth sules fr. l that there 
is a crisis near at hand. The ollicials of 
the New York and ('leveland (ias Coal 
cornjiany gave out the statement last 
night that their forces wero increased 
in the Turtle Creek and Sandy Creek 
mines, and that more men were at work 
in the Plum Creek mine than there has 
been since the campalfa a|(alllBt the 
company started. 

Whatever the immediate culmination 
of the strike situation may be, in this 
i.istrict it IS evident that ^'heriti' Lowry 
considers the time a critical one. Last 
night he telegraplied ' lovernnr nast- 
ings fnlly concerniiKj the conditions ex- 
i.^ting here with the evident purjxise of 
having the goveruo.- prepared for any 
emergency that may arise in t he near 
future. It is learned tlie t'overnor was 
so impressed with the gravity of the 
case tliat he instructed the adjutant 
general to remain in his ofKco all night, 
awaiting any requition that may be 
made on him for troops. 

The only surface occa-ion for this 
precaution is the fact tliat last night an 
immense procession of miners and citi- 
zens, headed by Burgess Teats of Turtle 
Creek, marched tlitbug)i the streets of 
the borough and back again to Camp 
Determination, where a meet'.ug was 
held, and the burgess assured the men 
that they had his sympathy as well as 
that of all the citizens thereabouts. 

It may be the sherifT, in view of the 
fact that the big assembly at McCrea 
Bchoolhouse yesterday was in violation 
of his proclamation, had reason to be- 
lieve that the miners are beyond his 
control, and has warned the governor 
of impending trouble. 

Beyond the meeting aud marching 
last night all is qtuet in the ncghbor- 
hood ix the camp. 

RATCHFOWD STILL CONFIDENT.

Aug. :i— President 
Ratchford of the United Mine Workers 
of America liaa returned from his home 
in Mas.sillon, where he spent Sunday. 
He reports that the miners in the Mas- 
sillon di>trict are contenti d witli their 
lot and propose to remain o.it until the 
strike is settled. 

The miners' officials are pleased with 
the reports being received from the 
various districts and feel more confident 
than ever of the nltimate aacceas of the 
strike. 

Vice President Wood, the organizer 
sent out by the Cigarmokera' Interna- 
tional union, had a conference with 
President Ratchford, aud waa assigned 
to service in the Fairmont district, 
where the campaign will be oanried on 
vrith nnrelenting vigor. 

Minen Kncainped In Illlnola. 

Odin, Ills., Aug. 8.— One hnndred 
striking miners from Breeze, Fallon, 

Trenton and Eclleville invaded this 
town again yesterday, and several more 
are expected inmorr(i\v from neighbor- 
inpr miiie.s. Tlie men are now eiiea-nped 
near the city. Mayor Fartliini,' lias 
deputized 40 citizens to act as marshals 
aud prevent violenee. The mines liere 
are being operated by a fall force of 
men. __________ 

FLOODS IN AUSTRIA. 



It I* Even Wane Than It Was Fir«t Ite- 
pnrterf. 

Viexxa; Aug. 8.~RcportB from the 
f.ooded districts show that the situation 
is even Worse than was at rtr.>t fearecl. 
The greatest damage has been done in 
Bohemia. 

At Trautenau 30 houses have been 
destroyed and 25 persons drowned. 

Corpses were to be seen floating down 
the streets with every kind of debris, 
even a cra<lle with a crying infant, 
which fortunately was rescued. 

At the village of Freiheit, a lious« 
was wa.<hed away bodily and its 17 oc- 
cupants were drowned. 

.Miiiost till- whole town of Reicheu- 
bt rg is .-ubnuTged and there to niaiiv 
have been drowned. The loss to mill 

owners in that diatriot ia eatlmated at 

millions of fior.ns. 

In Vienna the (iaTna^e already done 
to public works, sewers, gas mains and 
bridges is estimated at !i;,(.tH),(XH» florins. 
The Danube is now almost double its 
normal width and is still rising. 

At Gmnnden. Ischl, Anszo and other 
health resorts, enormous damage has 
been done. The pef>ple were compelled 
to flee for their hves. 

The Emperor Francis Joseph is per- 
sonally inspecting the efTorts of the 
troops to palliate the disasters, and the 
government is preparing estimatea aa to 
the amount of state aid required. 

In many places the crops have been

Honolulu harbor is dotted with Brit- 
ish, .laiianese and United .^tati s war 
vessels and more Japanese and British 
vessels are expected daily. 

In semi-government quarters every- 
thing is reported quiet, but the im^ 
pression among citiiens is that the con- 
dition of affaira ia rery threatening and 
a popular outbreak may occur at any 
time, when international interfereuca 
from ships in thM harbor will occasion 
complications. 

The stream of Asiatic Inborem is still 
pouring in, each shipload causing a 
fresh outbreak of feeling among the dif- 
ferent factions on the Islands. 

An immediate cause of alarm is th" 
fact that the United States blue jackets 
are bitterly hostile to the Hawaiian po-

Her antipathy to drink was strong and 
his abuse of her and their children while 
under its influence appears to have 
driven her temporarily insane.

Ntw VoKK, July 31. — While the trading 
in wheat futures was less active than on 
yesterday, the highest quotations since 
the present advance began were recorded. 
The market showed its underlying 
strength by readily absorbing all ofler- 
ings. 

Although the Liverpool grain market 
was closed because of the English bank 
holiday, whioh will extend over Monday, 
there was a good deal of trading in the 
local market by the so-called Liverpool 
houses. These houaes bought and sold, 
hut it looked as if their buyiag was 
lieavier than their selling. 

The September wheat future opened 
strong at 81 ll-16c., against 80 7-8c., the 
close on Friday. It advanced later to 
82c. Part of the improvement was lost 
later, but the close, 81 l*4c., was 3-8c. 
above the final close on Friday. Com- 
pared with the closing price for the same 
fu ure of June :^th, to-day's close repre- 
sented a net advance for the month of 1 
l-8c. a bushel. Compared with the price 
prevailing on the corresponding date last 
year, it represented a gain of 10 7-8c. a 
bushel. A feature of the market was a 
final 6<)Ueeze of the operators w ho had 
put out short July contracts. The price of 
July wheat advance toOO 11-lOc. a bushel, 
compared with 86 7-8c., the close on Fri- 
day, on the buying of trifling amounts 
to cover short contracts. 

A good demand also continued for ocean 
freight room. It is this demand that has 
been the most significant feature of the 
grain situation in the month Just closed. 
A compilation of the charters ot steam- 
ships to load grain and of berth-room en- 
gagements for the same purpose during 
July shows the enormolu total of 25,000,- 
000 bushels.

Thanks to the determined etibrts of 
Council men 8mith and Crowell, the old 
"eye sore" on Market street variously 
known as the "I]''plana'!e," "Fountain 
Square," "Market hfpace," <&c., is at last 
to be handsomely improved. 

As will be aeen in the Oouncil proceed- 
inKS elsewhere the hid of the <i. Perin 
Aitificial Stone Company of Hoiid Hill, 
(>., for paving tlie esplanade with con- 
crete was accepted, and the committee 
was directed to award the contract. 

The work will he commenced just as 
!>oon as possible and it will be pushed to 
completion. 

According to the plans, the space to be 
improve<l is a parallelogram 173 feet 
lonji by I'M feet wide, the cornera to he 
rounded to k radius of 8 feet, w ith gutter 
12 inches wide aroond the oatside. A 
circular opening 10 feet in diameter is to 
!)e left in the center, and six circular 
openings 3 feet in diameter are to he left 
for trees. When finiahed the apace is to 
be IS ittobee higher than at preeent. The 
necessary excavation for drainage under 
gutter and esplanade are to be made and 
tilled with cinders or gravel, and tlie ce- 
ment concrete to be pnt in not lee than 
6 inches deep and finished with topping 
not lesd than one inch deep, malcingS 
inches of cement. 

Tbe worlt is to be guaranteed and kept 
in repair for five years by the contractors. 

The esplanade is to he further improved 
hy the erection of a handsome fountain 
in the center space mentioned aiiove, 
Messrs. Smith and Crowel having r^aed 
the money to pay for the fountain by 
subscriptions from property owners on 
the square and other citizens.
